Administration Leaders Confi- 
dent of Ultimate Enactment of 


Army Bill Without Chance 


Washington, £>. C., April 19. — As 


one step toward meeting opposition in 
Congress to the administration's army 
plans. President Wilson today sent a 
letter to Representative HeKenng o£ 
Kansas, explaining what Is meant by 
•elective draft and expressing hope 
Lhat the bill drafted by the war de- 
partment would be passed. 


The letter said: 
"I welcome the inquiry of your let- 


E<»r of April 19 because I have realized 
ihe truth of what you say from my 
awn observation, namely, that what 
is meant to be understood by the se- 
'ective draft is not generally under- 
stood throughout the country. 


"The process of the draft is, I think, 


i-ery clearly set forth in the bill draft- 
»d by the war department and -which 
[ so earnestly hope the congress will 
ulopt, but it is worth while to state 
he Idea which underlies the bill. 


"I took occasion the other day In 


in address to the people of the coun- 
•ry to point out the many forms of 
patriotic service that were open to 
hem, 
and to emphasize the fact that 


[he military part of the service was 
by no means the only part, and per- 
haps, all things considered, not the 
most vital part. Our object is a mob- 
ilization of all the productive and act- 
\e forces of the nation and their de- 
velopment to the highest point of co- 
operation and efficiency and the idea 
af selective draft is that those should 
tie chosen for service in the army who 
-an be most readily spared from the 
prosecution of the 
other 
activities 


which the country must engage In and 
o which it must devote a great deal 
jf its best energy and capacity. 


"The volunteer system does not do 


his. When men choose, themselves 
hey sometimes choose without due re- 
sard to their other responsibilities. 
Uen may come from 
the farms or 


'rom the mines or from the factories 
>r centers of business who ought not 
o come, but ought to stand back of 
he armies in the field and see that 
hey gpt everything that they need, 
md that he people of the country are 
lUStained in the meantime. 


"The principle of the selective draft, 


n short has at its heart this idea, that 
here is 
a 
universal obligation to 


<erve and that a public authority should 
•hoose those upon whom the obliga- 
,on of military service shall rest, and 
hat in a sense choose those who shall 
Jo the rest of the nation's work. The 
bill if adopted will do more, I believe, 
han another single instrumentality to 
rreate the Impression of universal ser- 
vice in the army and out of it and if 
properly administered will be a great 
fourc* of stimulation 


"Those who feel that we are turn- 


ing away from the voluntary principle 
krem to forget that some 600,000 men 
vill be needed to fill the ranks of the 
regular army and the National Guard." 


The President and administration 


leaders in congress are confident of the 
< klmate enactment of the army bill 
•without material changes. The fight

National prohibition, which is being 


urged by its advocates as a necessary 
war measure, may be included under 
this list, but unless the President rec- 
ommends it as a war measure It has 
no chance of being taken up. 


A rivers and harbors bill, embracing 


such proposed improvements as are 
deemed essential by the war depart- 
ment for the national defense, may be 
passed. The President has indicated 
his willingness to approve a measure 
under certain, restrictions, and the war 
department also d?-.',re3 harbor Im- 
provements of a limited 
character. 


The caucus refused by a vote of 77 to 
71 to approve either a $33,000,000 or 
a $16,000,000 waterwa:s bill. 


The caucus agreement was reached 


only after several

members had withdrawn because of 
the adoption of a resolution providing 
for consideration of a measure to au- 
thorize the president to prohibit the 
manufacture or sale of liquor during 
the war. 


Amid great applause this proposal,

Federal Keserve Will Issue Short 


Term Certificates of Indebtedness. 
Washington, D. C., April 19. — A 


program of temporary financing to 
meet the government's running ex- 
penses between now and the close of 
the fiscal year, June 30, was taken up 
today by Secretary IvIcAdon with the 
co-operation of the federal reserve 
board. 


Contemplated measures are the Is- 


suance Of from $150,000,000 to $200,- 
000.000 in temporary certificates of in- 
debtedness to bo redeemed July 1, 
when the great bulk of the income tax 
and other revenues for the current 
riscal >ear will be on hand and the 
attachment to the temporary certifi- 
cates of a conversion privilege permit- 
ting the holders to convert the certi- 
fies tcs into bonds or later certificates 
bearing a highaf interest rate and au- 
thorized under the T",000,000,000 war 
finance measure. 


Federal reserxe banks will handle 


the Issue of temporary certificates but 
will not subscribe to them. The re- 
serve banks already hold 150,000^57) 
of certificates Issued April 1, maturing 
July 1, and bearing interest at the rate 
of 2 per cent a year. The issue now 
planned probably will bear Interest at 
the rate of 2% per cent. 


The issue probably will be taken 


wholly by financial institutions. It is 
unrelatea »o the war finance bill au- 
thorizing the issue of $7.000,000,000 


j and the proceeds will be used to meet 
ordinary and emergency calls upon 
the treasury while the government is 
collecting the bulk of its annual rev- 
enue for the current year.

ing to the nation against a real danger 
In hysterical and ill advised economy 
and interference with normal pursuits 
of the people is given by Howard E. 
Coffin of the advisory commission of 
the Council of National Defense, in a 
statement made public tonight as the 
first enterprise of the government's 
new committee on public information. 


Just returned from a trip through 


several 
middle western states, Mr. 


Coffin deplores the fact that conditions 
of unemploiment and closed factories 
should arise as a result of indiscrimi- 
nate efforts, public and private, toward 
wartime economies. 


"After nearly three years 
of re- 


fusal to take the European war and its 
lesson serious!}," Mr. Coffin says, "we 
suddenly launch -forth in feverish ac- 
tivity to save the country over night. 
Patriotic organizations, almost with- 
out number, are milling around noisily 
and while intentions are good the re- 
sults are otten far from practical. 


"Because of an impending and pos- 


sible shortage of foodstuffs we have 
hysterical demands 
for economy in 


every line of human endeavor. Waste 
la bad but an Indiscriminate economy 
is worse 


"Some states and municipalities are 


stopping road building and other pub- 
lic work. General business is being 
slowed down because of the emotional 
response of the trading public to these 
misguided campaigns for economy;

in an attempt to hold General Ni- 
velle's forces back, but their efforts 
were unavailing-. 


The Berlin official statement 
says 


German counter attacks northwest of 
Auberive "compensated for the ene- 
my's gains of terrain." It is admitted 
by Berlin that the Germans near Ville- 
aux-Bois retreated to new lines, being 
unable to withstand the intensity of 
the French line. 


Comparative quiet, gauged by the 


recent intensive fighting, prevails on 
that part of the Une In France held by 
the British. 
The latest official com- 


munication dealing with the Arras- 
Lens sector reports slight gains for 
Field Marshal Haig's forces south of 
Monchy-le-Preux and Fampoux and 
also to the north in the Loos sector, 
where prisoners were taken. 


While Petrograd announces that the 


activity on the eastern front has con- 
sisted merely of rifle firing and scout- 
ing operations, icports from 
Petro- 


grad, said to have been mad© public 
by the Russian general staff, are to 
the effect that the Germans on the 
rorthern part of the front in Russia, 
backed by their fleet, are preparing 
for a great attack on the 
Russian 


right winpf, probably with the inten- 
tion of attempting to isolate Petro- 
grad from the main Russian armies. 


The British house of commons have 


been informed bv Andrew Bonar Law 
that an announcement would soon be 
made of further losses of British hos- 
pital ships. Whether the vessels were 
sunk by German submarines was not 
stated.

Reciprocal artillery fighting also is 


in progress between the Austrians and 
Italians in the region of Gorizla and 
in the Lagarina valley.

In connection with recent reports 


thnt Gfrman submarines have been 
seen off the American coast, an offi- 
cial statement issued in Berlin says 
there is no submarine "as yet" In the 
western part of the Atlantic.

ment not only to supervise production 
but to deal with distribution. 


Details

plans have not become known, but it 
is believed actual price -fixing 
may 


have a place in laws to be asked and 
that authority will be requested to 
establish a virtual food dictatorship, 
if that becomes necessary. 


The food situation, officials realize, 


presents one of the most serious prob- 
lems the cour. .-y will have to meet 
during the war. Administration heads 
are bending effort toward convincing 
the country of greater production.

New York, April 19.—Through flag 


draped Fifth avenue where the Star* 
and Stripes floated beside the colors of 
France and England, nearly 50,000 
men and women, boys and girls, 
marched here today in a parade of pa- 
triotism which was cheered by a mil- 
lion more citizens of New York. The 
seemingly endless procession was the 
crowning feature of "Wake Up Amer- 
ica Day" designed to bring a flood of 
recruits to the army and navy of the 
United States on the anniversary of 
the battle of Lexington. 


WTvile the parade was passing be- 


tween lanes of densely packed spec- 
tators a squadron of airplanes from 
Governor's Island dropped from the 
sky thousands of printed appeals to 
enlist. The leaflets -were eagerly seized 
as souvenirs. 


Before and after the parade hun- 


dreds of patriotic demonstrations and 
recruiting meetings were held through- 
out the greater city. 


The city was thrilled as it seldom 


has been before when the column of 
marchers swung down the avenue. 
Cheers which could be heard for many 
blocks went up when 10,000 school 
children passing'the reviewing stand 
sang the "Star Spang'.od Banner." 


In the reviewing stands were Mayor 


Mitchel. James W. Gerard, former am- 
bassador to Germany, Major General 
Leonard Wood, Rear Admiral Nath- 
aniel R. Usher and other prominent 
men. 


The greatest enthusiasm greeted the 


women's military organizations, the

AVashington. D. C.. April 19.—All 


railroads were today granted tentative 
permission by the interstate commerce 
commission to file supplemental tariffs, 
increasing freight rates generally 15 
per cent effective Juiie 1 next. 


In this manner the commission dis- 


posed of the question of procedure In 
dealing with the application of the 
roads In every section for general in- 
creases. Two courses had been open- 
ed: 
To permit the filing of such 


tariffs and investigate their reason- 
ableness prior to the date they should 
go'into effect; or to permit the Clingr 
of tariffs effective immediately 
and 


suspend them during the period of the 
investigation. The commission's order 
is tentative, subject to recall or change 
prior to the effective date of the rates. 
In this way, the commission brings 
the issue squarely before the railroad* 
and the shippers In a definite form. 
Hearings will be begun to"i'(w»'"» lit 
which each side will be given an op- 
portunity to state Its views and a full 
investigation of the proposed increases 
seems likely before the commission is- 
sues its final findings. 


Shippers from virtually all parts of 


the country have signified their inten- 
tion of opposing the granting of *o 
large an increase as 15 'per cent which 
the railroads claim Is imperatively 
necessary if they are to continue to 


•9*9 profitably in the face of the 


soaring cost of supplies, equipment 
and fuel and general wage advances, 
under the Adamson law and other- 
wise. 


At the first of these hearings tomor- 


row, shippers from New York, Chica- 
go Cincinnati and other large cities 
will be present to define their attitude 
as to the railroad's demands. 


Supplemental to the general tenta- 


tive order, the commission issued an 
order today permitting- the Increase to 
apply tentatively, on all through rates 
which are lower than the total of rate;

British to safe harbors, and the ocean

had a. rlRht to buy in any neutral 
country «he pleased, and anything she 
pleased of Its products. .Because her 
•ea. strife was unsuccessful, she put 
up the indefensible argument 
that 


the United Slates should not sell to 
the allies because the central powers 
were not able to ship to her ports the 
roods which might be pure-based here, 
uid KO to benefit proportionately in 
neutral commerce. 


It Is a short step from disappoint-

have won. Then came plotting against 
this republic, and plotting within it 
by her spies.

from us the tribute which tho allies 
were too poor to pay. 


This is the plan which Gerard has

How to Grow Irish Potatoes In Lots 
Or City Yards to Get Best Results

ANY persons, prompted by the 


high price of Irish potato**, 
bare written to the United 


States department of Agriculture ask- 
ing liuw to grow them successfully In 
their back yards or in vacant lota In 
their neighborhoods. Others who in 
the past hare raised potatoes as a prof- 
itable way of utilizing idle land or as a 
crop which repays them, in whole or in 
part, for tlie cost and trouble of keep- 
ind down weed* and giving a more or- 
derly appearance to their properties 
point out that good seed poUtoe* are 
scarce and high in price and ask wheth- 
er there is not some method of reduc- 
ing toe cost for seed for their plots or 
half acres. 


The cost of seeding, the garden spe- 


cialists of the department point out, 
can be greatly reduced if instead of 
using a whole potato for planting the 
gardener will cut out from potatoes 
cone shoped pieces of flesh, each con- 
taining aa eye of the potato. In this 
way only one-fourth to one-fifth of the 
flesh of the potato will be needed to 
provide seed, and the remainder of the 
potato can be cooked for table use. 
Tnes* cones range from one-fifth to 
one-seventh of an ounce In weight, 
whereas under the usual methods the 
sets range from three-fourths to two 
ounce* in weight. A gardener under 
ordinary conditions will get best re- 
sults by using fifteen to eighteen bush- 
els, or 900 to 1,080 pounds of potatoes 
to the acre. This method of preparing 
sets, therefore, should make available 
for table use over C75 pounds of pota- 
to flesh which under ordinary condi- 
tions would be planted per acre. 
Two Bushel* For 5C by 100' Foot 


Plot. 


To plant a. plot 50 by 100 feet, or 


approximately one-ninth of an acre, 
at the same rate of seeding would call 
for one and two-thirds to two bushels 
of seed planted in the ordinary way. 
Tho method of using the cones and 
eyes and cooking the remainder of the 
flesh therefore becomes a-worth while 
economy evert when a small area la to 
be planted. 


tinder this plan it is not necessary to 


prepare the seed all at one time. From 
day to day the cones for seeding can 
be cut from the potatoes as ttey are 
being prepared for tiie table. The cut- 
tings then should be spread out on a 
piece of paper in a moderately cool 
room (about 50 degrees Fahrenheit) and 
allowed to remain there until they hare 
cured—that is, until the cut surface has 
become dry. A day or two should suf- 
fice for this, and potatoes then should 
be put in a shallow box or tray and 
placed where it is still .cooler. Any 
storage condition that will Insure them 
against frost on the one hand and un- 
due shriveling on the other should 
prove satisfactory. 


These seeds can be started indoors, 


provided it la possible to ^ecurc suit- 
able noil and boxes. In such cases It 
may be desirable to plant the eye cut- 
tings at once and allow them to start 
into growth indoors with the idea of 
transplanting them into the open 
ground when danger of frost is past 
and the ground is dry enough to be 
cultivated. 


Small Set* Require More Care. 
Tho smaller the size of thp set or 


seed piece used the more thorough must 
be the preparation of the soil. 
The 


mow finely the soli is pulverized and 
the more uniform the moisture condi- 
tions which oau be preserved in the 
soil the better is tbo chance for the 
small seed piece to establish Itself. A 
small set In rough, lumpy or dried ont 
soil has little chance to live, let alone 
moke a crop. 


Generally speaking, the smaller the 


slxe of the set the closer it should be 
planted In the row If maximum yields 
are to be secured. Such sets ma.v be 
expected to give the best yields it' not 
spaced more than tcu to twe've Inches 
apart in the row. 


How to Grow Potatoes. 


Successful potato growing, the gar- 


den specialists ndvlso their corre 
spoudenlf, hinges largely on the fol- 
lowing factors. 


Hood land, well prepared. 
Abundance of available plant food 


and molsfuio. 


Selection of proper varieties 
Good seed and Oood tillage 
Thorough protection of the plants 


agnlnst Insect mid fungous pe^ts 


The types of soil lu which the potato 


plant thrives best are those designated 
aa snndv or gravelly loam soils. 
It 


may be grown with n fair degree, of 
success on any type of soil except loose 
saud and n heavy, sticky clay soil, pro- 
vltU-d the land Is well drained and con- 
Wins the necessary plant food. 


Sueop«<iful potnto production i«i de- 


pendent to a Inrpe extent on the thor- 


j cnigluiess with vhlch tlio land Is pre- 
pared before planting the crop. Where 
a horse cad be used the land should be 
plowed from eight to ten inches deep, 
provided the surface soil t* of a .«uffl- 
clent depth to permit It, It is never 
ailvlMiliIe to turn up more than one/ 
Inch of raw subsoil at ,iny one plow- 
ing, ao if previous plowing* have not 
bwn over six Inches the maximum 
depth at which It should be plowed is 
seven inches. 


Where hand !ab"r 1« *>uployed the 


same rule should govern as to depth. 
In »p*dlng, especially on grass or 
waste land, turn the earth bottom 
aide up. 


Whether the land is plowed ov spad- 


ed, it should bo thoroughly pulverized 
Immediately afterward.

thereby become cloddy, and at the 
same time lose a large percent of its 
moisture. 


Where horse labor can be used, the 


land after plowing should be thorough- 
ly disked first, then spring toothed, and 
finally finished with a smoothing har- 
row.' Where land must be prepared by 
hand, it is good practice to pulverize 
the soil as much as possible when spad- 
ing it up, after which It can be nut in 
a fine condition of mellowness with a 
steel garden rake. The importance of 
thoroughly fining the soil cannot be 
overemphasized, for it increases the 
water holding capacity of the soil, ren- 
ders more plant food available and re- 
duces the number of weeus. 


Varieties Adapted to Localitiei. 
In the northeastern United States 


and along the south Atlantic seaboard 
the Irish Cobbler, Early Petoskey or 
Early Standard, all of which are prac- 
tically identical, may be expected to 
produce larger crops and be more gen- 
erally satisfactory for an early crop 
than the others mentioned.

Lunch and New Queen would be re- 
garded as second choices for this sec- 
tion. 
la the south central and southwest- 


ern states the Triumph may </e expect- 
ed to give results equal to or even bet- 
ter than the Irish Cobbler. 


In the middle west the Early Ohio 


should do well, while the Early Har- 
vest and Early Rose may be regarded 
as second choices. 


late Varieties. 


In the New England states, Long Is- 


land and northern New York the 
Green Mountain, Gold Coin, Delaware 
and other late varieties of that class do 
best. 


In northern Michigan, Wisconsin and 


Minnesota the late varieties named 
above do about aa well as the Rural 
New Yorker No. 2 and are superior to 
it ir. table quality. 


In western New York, southern 


Michigan, "Wisconsin and Iowa the 
Rural New Yorker No. 2, Sir "Walter 
Raleigh and Carman No. 3 ft'-e the best 
adapted varieties dnd divide honors 
with the Green Mountain in the north- 
em portions of these states. 


Throughout Maryland, Virginia and 


the Carolinas, Tennessee and Georgia 
the variety known as McCormick !•« 
quite generally grown as a late va- 
riety. In a favorable season the Green 
Mountain can also be grown. 


Depth to Plant. 


Plant the small eye cuttings from 


one and one-half to three inches deep, 
depending upon the character of the 
soil—the lighter the soil the greater 
the depth of planting. Larger sets may 
be planted four inches deep. 


If an early variety is planted and the 


work Is to be done by hand the rows 
may bo spaced as close as twenty-six 
Inches, whereas if cultivation is to be 
done with a horse thirty to thirty-four 
inches usually is allowed. 


Potato yields vary so greatly that 


only an approximate estimate can be 
given. If an early variety Is grown It 
is not too much to expect twelve to 
fifteen bushels from a plot of ground 
50 by 100 feet. Under favorable con- 
ditions this amount may be very con- 
siderably exceeded. In the case of a 
late variety larger yields mny be ex- 
pected. 


Preserre Egg* by Water Glasi. 
March, April, May and June are the 


months when the hens of the country 
produce about 50 per cent of the lay 
of tho whole year. These are the 
months also when the thrifty house-

dra%v upon the surplus supply of a 
nenrby neighbor puts away in water 
glass or limewater eggs for next au- 
tumn and winter. To insure success 
cnrc must bo exercised in this opera- 
tion. The following directions arp from 
the United States department of agri- 
culture: 


In the first place, the eggs must be 


fresh, preferably not more than two or 
three days old. Infertile eggs are best 
If they can be obtained, so after hatch- 
ing exclude roosters from the flock and 
kill them for tho table «•) needed. 


The shell* must be clean. Wasb'nc 


an ecr? with a soiled shell lee-ions Us 
keeping quality. The protective gela- 
ttno;n covering over tlie shell is re- 
moved by water, and when this is gone 
the egs spoils more rapidly. 


The shells also must be free from the 


tiniest crack. One cracked eps will 
spoil n largo- number of sound epe-i 
v lion packed in water glnss. 


1'artlienwaro crocks are good con- 


tainers Ton crock* must be Hean and 
sound. Scnld them and let them cooif 
completely before use. .V crock holding 
six nalloiis win accommodate eighteen 
dozen of ees* and about twenty-two 
pints of solution. Too large crocks are 
not desirable, since they Increase the 
liability of breaking some of the ejrgs 
and spoiling tlio entire batch. 


It must bo remembered that the eggs 


on the bottom crack first and that those 
in the bottom of the crocks are the last 
to lie removed for use. Eggs can be 
put up in amnller crocks, and the eggs 
put in the crock nr«t should be used

Water Olan Method. 


"Water glass" Is known to the. chem- 


ist as sodium silicate. It can be. pur- 
chased by tho quart from druggists or 
poultry supply men.

silicate to nine parts of distilled wa- 
ter, rala water or other water. In any 
case the water should be boiled and 
then allowed to cool.

them. The eggs can be added a few ai 
a time until the container is filled. Be 
sure to keep about two inches of wa- 
ter glass above the eggs. Cover the 
crock and place it in the coolest place 
available from which the crock will 
not have to be removed. Inspect the 
crock from time to time and replace 
any water that has evaporated with 
cool boiled water. 


How to Use Preserved Eggs. 


^"hen the eggs are to be used remove 


them as desired, rinse in clean, cold 
water and iisp immeflifttply. 


Eggs preserved in water glass can, be 


used for soft boiling or poaching up to 
November. Before boiling such eggs 
prick a t'ny hole in the large end of 
the shell with a needle to keep them 
from cracking. They are satisfactory 
for frying until about December. From 
that time until the end of the usual 
storage period—that is until March—- 
they can be used for omelettes, scram- 
bled eggs, custards, cakes and general 
cookery. As the eggs age the white 
becomes thinner and is harder to beat 
The yolk membrane becomes more deli- 
cate, and it is correspondingly difficult 
to separate the whites from the yolks. 
Sometimes the white of the egg is ting- 
ed pink after very long keeping in wa- 
ter glass. This is duo, probably, to a 
little iron which is in the •sodruui sili- 
cate, but which apparently does not in- 
jure the ejrg for food purpose* 


Impeachment Case*. 


Although one president of the Unite;! 


States (Johnson), one cabinet officer 
(Belknap), six United States judges 
and eight governors of states have 
been impeached si~~e the foundation 
of the republic, only one senator, Wil- 
liam Blount of Tennessee, has been ar- 
raigned before the bar of the house of 
congress to which he was elected. Of 
the eight governors Impeached one was 
acquitted, in three cases the charges 
rrere dropped, one was permitted to 
resign, and thrpe were removed. Three 
of the impeached judges were removed, 
and three were acquitted. Both Presi- 
dent Jobuson and Secretnry Belknnp 
were acquitted. 
Politically the last 


named impeachment cases were the 
most important the United States has 
experienced.—Argonaut.

the theme of hundreds of special pro- 
grams in schools all over the country 
the other day, celebrating the third an- 
nual bird day of the Liberty Bell Bird 
club. Founded in 1913, it now has* a 
membership of 772,500. 


Eleven governors issued proclama- 


tions making the observance of bird 
day official in their states. More than 
10,000 public schools where the study 
of birds has been introduced by the 
dab bad a part in the celebration. 


The necessity for increasing the na- 


tion's food yield this summer has called 
attention to the Importance of "bring- 
ing back the bids." Reports show that 
a large per cent,of the birds of the coun- 
try have been destroyed, and as a con- 
sequence the farmers and fruit grow- 
ers of the country lose $1,000,000;000 a 
year by the ravages of insects.

Germany Let Letter Telling of the 


Hunger Go Through After 


Adding That Line. 


.An account of German cruelty that 
is almost unbelievable came through 
the mails to a resident of Wilmington, 
Del. That it was allowed to pass the 
German censor, it is believed, Is due to 
the fact that the individual handling 
this piece of mail desired to Impress 
upon the world at large the punish*-, 
ment the German government imposes 
upon dose who question the kaiser's 
authority or opinion. 


The letter came from a German wo- 


man whose sister is one of that city's 
most respected residents. The writer 
said there was a lack of food of all 
kinds in Germany, that what they had 
was of an inferior quality and that old 
people were dying because of a lack of 
nourishment. "The writer referred to 
the pitiful sights in German homes 
where there are children. She said the 
people were aroused to a point of des- 
peration over the food situation and 
that they felt that their loved ones 
were being sacrificed to Prussian 
pride. They placed the blame on the 
kaiser. 


Further on the writer said she had 


suffered so much and her family had 
been so reduced by the want of food 
that she felt as though she could kill 
the kaiser if she found the opportunity. 


All these details the German censor 


permitted to pass. 


Then at the bottom of the letter was 


a line signed "The Censor." 


"Your sister was executed this morn- 


ing," this l!ne read. 


BIRDLAND DANCE HALLS. 


Pleyhouee* end Garden* of the Auitrm- 


lian Bower Bird*. 


There are several species of bower 


bird*, chief among them the Satin and 
the Newton. The Satin bower bird is 
the best known. Wheii the bowers 
were first discovered It was supposed 
that they were playhouses bnilt by the 
native children, but as a matter of fact 
they are the dance halls of blrdland. 


The nests are built in the trees and 


have no connection with the play- 
houses. The male birds build these lat- 
ter and gather every bright and shin- 
ing object they can find to adorn the 
entrance to thA bower. When it la com- 
pleted, according to one who has 
watched them, little "at homes" are 
given daily, at which the males meet 
and pay their effort to their ladyloves, 
now bowing and scraping, now playing 
hide and seek through the bower and 
now doing an absurdly dignified dance 
for their edification.

Newton's bower bird decorates its 


bower with fresh flowers every day, 
and If & visiting mala bird wants to 
fight all he has to do is to disturb one 
of these flowers. The master of the 
bower proceeds with the painful duty 
of teaching Mm how to behave In com- 
pany, while the remainder of the party 
raise a great racket, but never inter- 
fere. A naturalist studying them dis- 
arranged one of their flowers, but each 
time he did It the bower master rear- 
ranged It with great care.—National 
Geographic Magazine.

BRAZIL CAN PUT 


BIG ARMYJN FIELD 


Has Reserve Force of More 


Than 500,000 Men, 


READY FOR QUICK ACTION 


National Geographical Society 8ay» 


Republic Ha» Available Unorganized 
Military Strength of 4,300,000—AfUr 
Severing fteUtione With Germany 
8he May Decide to Enter War. 


Because ot the tenseness ot the Inter- 


national situatioln and the report that 
Brazil and other South American coun- 
tries may follow the United States into 
the war, the National Geographical so- 
ciety ol Washington has ie&ued a state- 
ment about the military and naval 
strength of Brazil. The southern re- 
puMic's reserves and regular army con- 
stitute, it is said, a fighting foroe talf 
as large as the total war sfrc-ngtt of 
all the other South American countries 
combined. 


"Should Brazil, like the United 


States, be forced into war with Ger- 
many, her peace times nucleus of an 
army (25,000 men), will be supplement- 
ed by a well organized and thoroughly 
trained police force of 20,000 men 
equipped for military service," reads 
the statement. ''The strength of the 
South American republic's reserve 
army is in excess of 500,000 men, while 
the total available unorganized strength 
of the iintlon is 4,300,000 from a popu- 
lation slightly less than a fourth as 
large as tDat of the United States. 


"For nine years Brazil has had in 


force a universal military service law, 
every Brazilian between the ages of 
twenty-one and forty-five being affect- 
ed. The terms of service under this 
law require two years in the ranks, 
followed by.seven years in the army 
reserve, seven years in tbe territorial 
army and eight years iu the national 
guard. 


Annual Training. 


"Reservists are called up for four 


weeks' training annually and are given 
rifle practice once a mouth. The terri- 
torial army's training varies from two 
to four weeks a rear. 


"The 
total available 
unorganized 


military streosth of Brazil exceeds by 
500,000 men the total organired mili- 
tary strength of Italy at the time the 
latter country entered the world war. 
The war strength of the country is 
twice as great as that of Portugal, five 
times greater than that of Norway, ex- 
ceeds that of Greece, of Servia and of 
Bulgaria. 
Its reserves and regular 


army constitute n. fighting force half 
as large as the total war strength of 
all the other countries of South Ameri- 
ca combined. 


"Of the South American republics 


only three A B C powers have navie^ 
of appreciable strength. The personnel, 
officers and men of Brazil in equal to 
the combined strength of Chile and Ar- 
gentina. 
The prid~ of the Brazilian 


navy are her two modern dreadnaughts 
of 10,000 tons displacement and with an 
armament of twelve twelve-inch puns 
each. Contracts were under considera- 
tion for the building of a snperdrea'l- 
naught with fifteen inch guns ar the 
time the European war began, and the 
naval construction ynrds of all the bel- 
ligerent powers found their hands full 
supplying the needs of their own gov- 
ernments. 


Brazil's Fighting Ship*. 


"Two old battleships, laid down in 


1808, and two protected cruisers of 
;!,oOO tons displacement each comprise 
the remainder of Brazil's major fight- 
ing whips, supplemented by live tor- 
pedo gunboats, ten Yarrow destroyers, 
four first class torpedo boats, four de- 
stroyers, a mine ship and three subma- 
rines.

"If Brazil should lie drawn into the 


war it would mark the entry into the 
lists nK'i'ti^t autocracy of the tbird 
hnce^t republic in the world, for in ex- 
trnt of territory the South American 
nation is ovevdeil only by Itussla and 
the Vnited State*, already engaged iu 
the conflict. Tht> republic of China, 
•nliuh is fourth In area (Mongolia and 
Tibet not Imludcdi, tins already sev- 
ered diplomatic relations with the Im- 
perial German government. 


"In studying the trend or events in 


Itraril it is interesting to note that one 


i of the most significant movements dur- 


ing 101t> was the orgnniznt Ion of the 
I.MICUO In 1'avor of tbft Allies, formed 
by many of tlio Icnd'ng luen of the na- 
tion to express sympathy with France 
and her allies. At the close of the year 
there \\ns agitation for the taking over 
of nil the German shipping Iu Brazil- 
iai. ports."

SLEEPINESS AFT:R MEALS. 


It Indicate* Something Wrong With th» 


Dig«*tiv* Syatcm. 


A. condition of drowsiness, 
which 


may become au irresistible desire to 
take a nap shortly after eaMnir. Is 
usually a very accurate indication that 
something is wrong with the digestive 
apparatus. ITsually this form of indi- 
gestion is chronic In character, and ap- 
parently there is no other evidence that 
it exists, or at least such evidence 
would not be detected by ordinary ob- 
servation. 


In such cases the desire to take a nap 


comes on suddenly, but the nap is a 
very short one. ordinarily not more 
than fifteen minutes. Sometimes the 
desire for these "indigestion naps" 
comes on at other periods than those 
immediately following meals, but to 
such cases this desire comes regularly 
at certain periods of the day. The 
cause, however, is the same as In cases 
where drowsiness comes on Immediate- 
ly after the meal, the difference In time 
being simply the difference In the in- 
terval required for the food to reach 
the portion of the Intestinal tract that 
is not working properly. 


Occasional drowsiness following an 


unusually hearty meal should not be 
confused with the type of periodic de- 
sire for a short nap referred to here. 
Such drowsiness indicates simply that 
the digestive apparatus is temporarily 
overworked and may be in a perfectly 
healthy condition. This sort of drowsi- 
ness, if indulged, usually persists for 
several hours, whereas the naps caused 
by indigestion are always of short du- 
ration —Exchange. 


The Populjr Side of the Street. 


Owners or renters of retail stores 


should look out for the side of the 
street on which the property is located. 
Illustrative of this is the testimony of 
a real estate expert in a case some time 
ago that ground Jloors on the west side 
of BroaJway, Xew York, should lease 
for $150 a front foot more than similar 
property across the street. The value 
of a retail business depends on the 
number of passersby, and the difference 
in this respect may result in a booming 
trade on one side of a street and only 
moderate success on tbe other. 
Some 


men are able to acquire such a reputa- 
tion for their goods that the people go 
to them even when they are inconven- 
iently located, but it is a good deal eas- 
ier in building up a trade to put your- 
self on the route traversed by the 
crowds.—Leslie's.
